Supreme court declared Monday in 
an opinion by Justice Butler in a 
narcotic case from Brooklyn.

These include total sup- 
ply, 
location and quality, and pos- 


ition and movement of supply. 


"Wheat is a 
world crop," 
he 
said, "and prices and conditions 
jf the crop in one country are m- 
iluenced by factors 
in another. 


The total supply available in any 
year determines 
the levei about 


Which prices fluctuate. This year 
indications 
are for a world crop 


about 8 per cent larger than labt 
year. .However 
prices i aling at 


present are 20 to 30 cents above a 
year ago. 


The location 
of surpluses and 


size of crop's in various countries 
are important factors im explaining- 
this. Last year the United States 
crop, particularly of winter wheat,

large, while tr-e Canadian crop 


was small, and the price of cash 
wheat in Winnipeg in September 
v-as 10 to 12 cents above the Chi- 
cago prices.

THE GOOSE HANGS HIGH. 


Estimates prepared by the federal bureau of crop 


statistics -reveal that 
Nebraska raised 215,255.000 


bushels of corn, all of which reached maturity before 
the first frost. 


•The crop is larger than last year's yield of 203,280,- 


000 bushels and is only slightly below the 5-year av- 
erage. At an average price of 75 cents a bushel, 
and there is no good reason to believe that the bulk 
of the Nebraska corn crop will fall below that figure, 
the farmers of this state will be enriched to the ex- 
tent of $161.450,000. 


Wheat -was a disappointing- crop, particularly in the 


eastern counties of the state, but the yield and thi 
price of -wheat mean that $46,000,000 came to this 
state from this crop of cereal. The oat yield in Neb- 
raska is estimated at 71,604,000 bushels, worth $27,- 
210,000. In other words, the three major grain crops 
in Nebraska netted the farmers of this state in 1925, 
$234,680,000. Added to this, the livestock -activities, 
the poultry and dairy produce, and the multifold oth_ 
er wealth rolling in from the farms, and-it is appar- 
ent that Nebraska -will 
again realize 
$500,000,000 


from.her soil. 


So .far aa this state is concerned, the goose hangs 


high. 


Each year since 1921 has seen a gradual improve- 


ment In the agricultural. situation. 


There was much to arouse apprehension and con- 


cern in the hearts of Nebraska farmers in the early 
spring and summer months of 1925. The 
season 


started most unfavorably, 
with a deficiency of 


moisture and sizzling temperatures. 
It -was a con- 


dition which reduced the -wheat crop greatly—and 
which carried a threat against corn. But Nebraska 
has been facing these situations on many, many oc- 
casions. When you glance back through.the record, 
it Is surprising to note how few crop failures have 
visited.this state. Since the time that the white man

BOOM IN STOCKS NEARING ITS END 


Several billion dollars has been realized in paper 


profits through the rise in market prices of shares 
bought and sold 
on the New York stock exchange 


since the 
presidential 
election a year ago. 
The 


•wholesale advance in securities that has taken place 
constitutes the biggest stock boom in history. More 
and greater fortunes have been made by bull oper- 
ators during this movement than ever before. 


The Christian Science Monitor prints a list of 57 


stocks out of the hundreds quoted and dealt in daily 
on the market, which have increased in value by 2 
1-2 billion dollars, or 57 per cent train. Some of these 
have doubled, trebled, quadrupled and even more. 
For instance; American Sugar jumped from 38 5-8 
the day before election to 67 1-4 last week; Goodrich 
Tire, from 57 to 111 3-8; 
Chrysler Motor from 22* 


to 1S7 on its new issue of common stock; M., K. & 
T. railroad, from 17 to 41 3-4; Radio Corporation, 
from 28 to 58 S-4; Sears-Roebuck, from 122 1-2 to 
211; 
and so on. 


On the other hand, such 
well known stocks as 


American Locomotive, General 
Electric, 
Northern 


Pennsylvania, Standard Oil, and Union Pacific, have 
gone up only a moderate amount. These do not show 
wide fluctuations from one year to another. 


It Is questionable whether the sensational climb of 


some of these stocks will eventually prove a good 
thing for the companies which issued and must stand 
behind them. - Sooner or later there will come a re- 
action In the stock market which will tend to pull 
them back from the lofty 
heights 
in -which they 


have been soaring. 
"AH that goes up must come 


down," is an old saying- we learned in childhood. 
Stocks that shoot skyward 
as a result 
of market 


manipulation, or because there is a sudden increase 
in" the demand for a particular product, are very like- 
ly to slump when the demand falls off, or when mon- 
ey becomes tight. 


All the reports 
from Wall street agree that the 


stock market has been in the control of pools and 
groups playing the bull side. These artificial influ- 
ences will be withdrawn just as soon as the finan- 
cial sky begins to shqw a cloudy aspect. Many of tho 
operators who are now helping to keep certain stocks 
up and even to push" them" higher will then unload 
and switch "over to the bear forces. 
The 
outside 


"lambs" who will have paid their money for shares 
at the top of the market will then see their holdings 
dwindle in value. They it is who will suffer most 
of the losses when the turn comes. 


This is no time for prospective investors to buy 


Wall street stocks with the idea of reselling them at 
a profit The Christian Science Monitor's table shows 
that the profits that liight be expected from that 
sort of operations havq 
already been 
made. It is 


hardly possible 
for 'securities 
in general to go 


higher than they are now. There Is a limit even to 
the fever of speculation, which has 
provided the 


stock market with much of its support during the 
past year. 
, 


v Happily, there are plenty of opportunities here in 


the middle west for the investment of surplus funds 
in home enterprises which promise to yield a fair 
interest return from legitimate business 
activities, 


not dependent on the changing tides of financial 
sentiment In New York. There is no need for Neb- 
raskans to send their money cast In order to put It 
to work. 


TRANSPORTATION AND.COMMUNICATION 
A magazine writer, Thomas "F. Lee, on a recent

in New York, Boston and a few eastern cities and it 
is by no means characteristic of even them. Trans- 
portation and communication have merged the peo- 
ple of the entire nation in one vast community. 


TRADE WITHOUT A GUNBOAT 


As Britain based her age long supremacy over tho 


world on a substantial foundation of trade, America 
now seems to be doing much the same thing, without 
many of the expenses necessary under the British 
policy. Navies of the island kingdom swept the seas 
to make them safe for trading vessels and to estab- 
lish markets by force or persuasion in distant parts 
of the globe. 


The United States has established its markets in 


every clime without the aid of an overdeveloped and 
frankly imperialistic navy, and even without an ade- 
quate trading fleet of its own. Instead, it is the ex- 
cellence of American skilled labor that is now rec- 
ognized in a circle of countries "on which the sun 
nevec sets." 


American 
typewriters click in the most distant 


corners of the globe, motion pictures delight audi- 
ences in 75 countries, including China, Japan and 
India, Palestine, Turkey, Morocco, Egypt and East 
Africa. 
People of the greatest silk districts, China 


Japan and Italy, are -wearing quantities of imitation 
silk stockings, made in America from the new substi- 
tute, rayon. 
Some were even sent to Great Britain 


itself. 


Most persons realize that made-in-America autos 


have conquered the highways in every civilized and 
half civilized land, but most of them do not realize 
that American gasoline has helped them do it. Amer- 
ican electric fans cool heated brows in 60 countries. 
and natives of 63 nations console their weary hours 
with American plug tobacco. 


More than a million pounds of chewing gum made 


on this side of the Atlantic went to England last 
year. 
Sugar, confectionaries, 
honey, cigarets and 


adding machines are some of the other stray articles 
made by the skill of American workmen and sent 
out to the children of the -world. 
Official records 


show that exports in 1925 will amount to nearly 3 
billion dollars, or double the record of 1913. 


Of which the moral is that people will buy good 


merchandise willingly, without waiting to have 
it 


thrust upon them by a gunboat in the harbor. 


THE NEW CITY BUILDING

In this respect the city of Lincoln has been most 


fortunate in the selection of members of the city 
commission. No city in the central west has had 
Its affairs administered 
more economically 
and 


sanely with respect to expenditures than Lincoln. 


At this time when preliminary sketches of the new 


city building to be constructed on Haymarket square 
are being prepared, the subject of economy comes 
forward. 
The commission has announced 
that it 


plans to build a plain, unadorned brick block of am- 
ple proportions to house all of the various activities 
which must find quarters there. Some of the mem- 
bers of the commission believe that it can be com- 
pleted for $100,000 and the highest estimate of the 
cost is $150,000.

After the plans have been completed, there will 


be plenty of time to determine whether the projected 
building will fit Lincoln's needs. 
Offhand it would 


seem to be doubtful that much of a building could be 
constructed at a cost of $100,000, anticipating future 
needs as it should. There is a danger that the corn- 
mission will adopt a policy of expensive economy. 
The new structure should be suitable for Lincoln's 
needs, and if it costs a few thousand more than tlvj 
commission anticipated, there should be no hesitancy 
in approving the expenditure o£ whatever is needed.

When kicking-off, make certain 


that the opponent catching it will 
be 
downed 
near 
his 
goal-line. 


That's the worst place on the field 
for him to nave possession of the 
ball. To accomplish 
this, 
three 


points must be striven for. 1—The 
kick must carry to within 5 or 10 
yards of the goal-line. 2—The ball 
must be kicked high enough to al- 
low the kicking team time to get 
down under it and make the tackle 
right after it is caught. 
3—Back- 


spin or stop must be imparted to 
the ball so it will not roll forward 
and over the goal-line in case 
no 


opponent tries to catch it. Kick-offs 
that cross the goal-line usually be- 
come touchbacks. That gives 
the 


ball to opponents on then 20-yard 
line.

Germany Submits to Coun- 


cil, But Need Not Help 


Punitive Expeditions. 


LOCARNO, Switzerland, Oct. 13. 


—(By the Associated Press.)—The 
gentleman's agreement 
concerning 


the agreements of Germany's entry 
into the League 
of Xations is a 


collective statement which will be 
signed by Great 
Britain, France, 


Italy and Belgium. By its terms, 
Germany agrees to join the league 
on the 
understanding that the 


League of Nations alone is com- 
petent to interpret the league cov- 
enant, 


However, the powers signatory to 


the agreement, all of which are 
represented in the council informed 
Germany in efect 
that ,in their 


opinion, the League of Nations can- 
not ask from member states mili- 
tary, economic or financial contri- 
butions which would be incompati- 
ble with their capacity. 


Chancellor Luther 
and 
Foreign 


Minister Strcsemann promised the 
allies to give a definite answer to 
the league question after consulta- 


tion with Berlin, 
but they 
gave 


private assurance that it would be 
acceptable. 


In a meeting of the allied and 


German ministers 
Monday night, 
France announced that she wanted 
the right automatically to intervene 
in case of a flagrant violation of 
the integrity of Germany's eastern 
frontier, but, 
as 
a protection to 


Germany was 
ready 
to submit 


doubtful cases of aggression against 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia to the 
League of Nations. If Germany re- 
fused to submit .the difficulty to the 
league then France would have the 
right immediately to help her east- 
ern allies.

New Mark of 249 Miles An 


Hour Set; Navy Man Is

YORK. Oct. 13.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—Covered with grime and 
glory, with his plane shooting- out 
flames in the gathering darkness 
late Monday, Lieut. Cyrus Bettis, 
army ace, won the Pulitzer trophy 
race,' feature of the national 
air 


races, broke the world's speed rec- 
ord of 245 miles an hour "for a closed 
circuit course and established a new 
record of 2-1S.99. miles an hour. 
Lieut. A. AVilliams, navy pilot, 


came in second, with an average 
speed, of 241.71 miles an hour. Three 
other entries strung along behind 
and the sixth was unable to com- 
plete the race, having been forced 
down by engine trouble. 
The largest crowd yet to attend 


the meet surged back and forth in 
the enclosures and vied for a sight 
of America's premier racing planes, 
as Lieutenants Bettis and AVilliams 
taxied their planes into position pn 
the starting lino. 
At the crack of the gun, the liUle 


planes Whirried across the 
f'ie™, , 


leaped into the air and were otf. j 
The crowd, turning their eyes 
to , 


the southward, waited impatiently I 
for a sight of tho planes. A flash 
of blue and gold and the navy plane 
passed overhead, A few seconds lat- 
er the roar of a second motor, and 
a flash of black and gold told that 
Bettis was driving ham. 
Early in the race, the crowd was 


electrified when a report was cir- 
culated that Lieutenant Williams 


had lost the wheel ot lifts ship. The 
report proved untrue, however, but 
us the end of the race drew near,

field and u file of 


soldiers took up positions to repel 
any attempt of spectators to rusli 
out upon the flying field. 


Lieutenants Bettis' first question 


upon landing was: 


"Where is AI?" I want

AVilliams, however, had left the 


field immediately upon landing. He 
had been considered a strong- pos- 
sibility as winner of the race after 
he made an unofficial record of 
302.3 miles an hour recently. 


Third place in the Pulitzer rare 


was won by Capt. at. H. AV. Cook, 
who received last minute permis- 
sion from doctors to participate. Ho 
was slightly injured in an accident 
several days ago and it had been 
thought he would not be able 
to 
take part. Lieut. L. H. Dawson was 
fourth and Lieut. J. Norton fifth. 
Lieut. George Cuddihy was the man 
forced down. 


'So eager were the crowds for a 
sight of the racing planes as they 
swept across the field that as many 
of the rnass could crowded past the 
guards into the press stand with tho 
result that the left wing of 
the 


structure collapsed. No one WOK 
injured, however, and guards im- 
mediately cleared the stand 
of all 
save accredited press 
representa- 


tives.
